Washinaton, Oct. 23.—The President', reply follows: 
"Having received .olemn and explicit a.iurance of tho German Gov- 


ernment that it unrc.cryedly accept, the term, of peace laid down in 
hi, address to th. Conjjre,, of th. United Stile, .n Jan. 8, 1918, and 
th«.principle, of ...ttl.m.nl'enunciated, in hi., sub.equent, addro.es, 
particularly (he addre,, of Sept. 27, and that It desire, to discus. d«- 
lail, of their application and that thi,,wi,h and purpo.. .manated, not 
from those who have hitherto dictatod Germany's policy and conducted 
th. pre.ent war on Germany', behalf, but from minister, who .peak for 
the majority of th. R.ichslag and or an ov.rwhelming majority of the 
German people; and having received also explicit promi.e of the present' 
Oerman Government that humane rule, of civilized warfar. will be 
observed, both on land and .e/l, by German armed forces, the'Pre.ident 
of the United State, feel, that he cannot decline to take up with th. 
Government, with which the Government of the United Staid, i, 
associated the question of an armi.tice: •

"He deem. It hi. duty to say again, however, that the only armi.tice 


he would feel ju.tified in .ubmitting for consideration, would be one 
which should leave the United State, and the PiW.r. a.sociated with 
her m a position to enforce any arrangement, that may be entered into 
and to make renewal of hostilities on the part of Germany impoxible. 


"The President ha., therefore, transmitted hi, correspondence with 


the pre.ent German authorities to the Government, with which the 
Government of the United States is associated as belligerent, with th. 
suggestion that,1f those Governments are disposed lo effect peace upon 
term, and principles indicated, their military adviser, and the military 
adviser, of th. United, State, be asked to submit lo the. Government, . 
a.tociated again.I Germany necessary lerm, of such armistie.. a. will 
fully protect interest, of. the peoples involved and In.ure to the'a.so- 
ciated Government, .unrestricted power.to safeguard and enforce the 
detail, of peace to. which the.German Government ha. agreed, provided 
they deem such armistice possible from a military point of view. 


"Should such terms of armistice be suggested, their acceptance by 


Germany will afford the.-bait concrete evidence of her unequivocal ' 
acceptance of Ihe term, and prjnoiplo, of peace from which the.whole 
action proceeds.

"The President would deem himself lucking in candor did he not 


point out in frankest possible terms Hie reason why.extraordinary safe- 
guards mu.t be demanded. Significant and important as constitutional 
chanaej'seem to be which are spoken of by the German Foreign Secre- 
tary in hi, note of October 20, it does not appear that the principle of 
the Government responsible to;the Cerman people ha, yet been fully 
worked out or that any guarantees either exist, or are in contemplation, 
that alteration, of principle and of practice now partially agreed upon 
will bo permanent. 
Moreover, if doec nol appear that the heart of th. 


present difficulty ha. been reached. 
It may he that future wars have 


been brought under.control of the' German people, but the pre.ent war 
has not bctn; and it i. with the present war that we are dealing! 


"It It-evident that the German people hava no rnenn. of commanding 


acquie.cence of the military authorities of; the empire in popular will; 
that the power of the King of Pruisia to control the policy of the 
empire i,, unimpaired; that determining, initiative still remain, with 
those-who h^ve hitherto been masters of Germany. 


"F.elina'that the. whole peace of the World depend, now on plain 


speaking and straightforward action, the President deems it hi, duly 
to ..y, without any attempt to .often what'may seem harsh word,, that 
the nation.;of (he World do not'and can not tru.t the word of. those 
who hay. hitherto been • master, .of German policy, and to point out 
one..more that in cxaWcludlng'peace and attempting to undo infinite 
injuries and Injustices of thi. war the Government of the United Stales 
cannot deal with any but veritable representative, of the German peo- 
ple who have been assured of genuine censtitutional standing a. real 
rulers of, Germany. 
If It.must deal with military master, and mon- 


archical authorities of Germany now, or if it Is likely to have to deal 
with them later in regard to Internatlonal-.oblisatlon. of the German 
empire, it.must demand, not peace negotiations, but surrender. Nothing 
can be g*[n*o by feaving thl« essential.thing unsaid.
